for each share of stock so surrendered.
The circular, giving this information, also
inform u., that "this company will ask aid
"from the United States government In the
" form of a land grant to the extent of the
" lands owned in the State of Mississippi."
"It is argued with a good deal of force,"
says the Post, "that this proposed grant is
different from ordinary subsidies, be
cause the government will get something
for what it ptvts; that the lands which the
government owns in Mississippi are now
waste and worthless; that the building of
lrvees and other improvements contemplated
by the company will make the government
lands valuable; .and that the government
could well afford to pay with a part of its
Innd for its share of the profit of the enter-
prise. If this theory," adds our New York
cotemporary, "is something more than a theo
ry, that is if the transaction should really be
governed by the principle of giving a fair
equivalent for the land, the proposed grant
niilit be unobjectionable."
